They do likewiſe 


ſometimes decreaſe, according as the 
Grand Signor ſhall think fit. For upon 


divers occaſions, and accidents, he cau- 


ſeth many of them to be turned out of 
this Serag/s, and to beſent into the old 
Seraglio : which is allo a very goodly, 
and ſpacious place, of which hereafter 


T ſhall take occaſion to make mention. 


Theſe Virgins immediately after their 
coming into the Ser.zg/is are made

(for the Turks neither uſe featherbeds, 
nor corded bedſteads) made of flocks of 
wooll: and by every ten virgins there 
lies an old woman : and all the night 
long there are many lamps burning, ſo 
that one may ſee plainly throughout the 
whole room : which doth both keep the 
young women from wantonneffe, and 
ſerve upon any occaſion which may hap- 


pen in the night. Near unto the ſaid bed- 


chambers they have baths for their uſe 2aty,

which they are ſerved with water : and

they keep their boxes,and cheſts,in which 
they lay up their apparel. 

They feed by whole Camarada's, and 
are ſerved,and waited upon by other wo-| 
men : nor do they want any thing what- 
ſoever that is neceſſary for them. 

There are other places likewiſe for 


f. them, where they $0 to ſchool, to learn 


to ſpeak, and read ( if they will ) the 
Turkiſh tongue, to ſew alſo, and to play 
on divers inſtruments : and thus they 
ſpend the day with their miſtreſſes, who 
are all ancient women : ſome hours not- 
withſtanding being allowed them for 
their recreation,to walk in their gardens, 
and uſe ſuch ſports as they familiarly ex-| 
erciſe themſelves withall. 

The king doth not ar all frequent, or 
ſee theſe Virgins, unlefle it be at that in- 
ſtant, when they are firſt preſented unto 
him. ; 'or elſe in caſe that he'defire ont 
of them for his bed-fellow, or.to mak 
him ſome paſtime with muſick,and othet 
ſports : wherefore, when he is prepared

And being in Bed: together, they have 
two great wax lights burning by them 
all night ; one at the beds feet, and the 
other by the door : beſides there are ap- 


pointed (by the Cadzn) divers old Black 


moor women, to watch by turns that 
night in the chamber, by two at a time ; 
one of them to fit by the light at the 
beds feet, and the other by the door ; 
and when they will they change, and 


other two ſupply their rooms, without 


making the leaſt noiſe imaginable , ſo 
that the King 1s not any whit diſturbed. 
Now in the morning when his Highneſs 
riſeth (for he riſeth firſt) he changeth all 
his apparell from top to toe, leavin 

thoſe: which he wore to her that he lay 
withall, and all the money that was in 
his pockets, were it never ſo much ; and 
ſo departeth to his own lodgings ; from 


whence alſo he ſendeth her immediately 


a preſent of jewels, money, and veſts, 
of great value, agreeable to the fſatis- 
faction, and content, which he received 
from her that night. In the ſame man- 
ner he deals with all fuch as he maketh 
uſe of in that kinde ; but with ſome he 


continueth longer then with other ſome, - 


and 
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ind enlargeth his bounty far more to- 
wards ſome then others; according as his 
humor,and affection to them encreaſeth, 
by their fulfilling his luſtful deſires. 

And if it fo fall aut, that any one of 
them doth. conceive by him, and bring 
forth his firſt begotten child ; then ſhe is 
called by the name of S4/tana Dneen:and CO 
if it be a ſon, ſhe 1s confirmed, and eſta- 
bliſhed Queen by great feaſts, and ſo- 
ſemnittes; and forthwith hath a dwelling 
aſſigned unto her apart, of many ſtately 
rooms well furniſhed; and many ſervants 
to attend upon her. obs 

The King likewiſe alloweth her a large Her allow: 
revenue, that ſhe may give away, and <<: 
ſpend at her pleaſure, in whatſoever ſhe 
may have occaſion ; and all they of the 
Seraglio muſt, and do acknowledge her 
for Queen, ſhewing all the duty,and re- 
ſpe& that may be, both to her ſelf, and 
to them that belong unto her. 

The other women ( howſoever they 
bring forth iſſue ) are not called Queens; 


yet they are called Sz/tana's, becauſe Other Sulta« 


they have had carnal commerce with the * 


King : and ſhe onely is called Queen, 
which is the mother of the firſt begotren 
| | ſon, 
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ſon, heir to the Empire ; the which 


| fara's, being frequented by the King at y 


his pleaſure, have alſo this prerogarive; 

to be immediately removed from the 

common ſort, and to live in rooms apart, 

exceeding well ſerved, and attended; 

and have no want, either of money, 

or apparrell, in conformity to their'de- 
ree. 

All theſe Sz/tana's do reſort togethe 
very familiarly,when they pleaſe;but not 
without great diflinwulation, and inward 
malice ; fearing leſt the one ſhould þe 
better beloved of the Grand S£:g 07 then 
the other ; yet notwithſtanding this 
their jealouſie, they ( in outward ſhew) 
uſe all kind of courteſie one towards att 
Other. | 
Now if it happen that the firſt begot-ſ 
ten Son of the Queen, heir to the Em- 
pire, ſhould die, and another of the Swt- 
zaxa's ſhould have a ſecond ſon, then, 
her ſon being to ſucceed the deceaſed 
heir, ſhe is immediately made Queen: 
and the former ſhall remain a Sz/taw

The Kings daughters, ſiſters,and aunts, 
have their lodgings alſo in the ſame Se- 
raglio ; being royally ſerved, and very 
ſumptuouſly apparelled, and live toge- 
ther by themſelves, in continuall plea- 
ſures ; until ſuch time as, at their requeſt, 
the King ſhall be pleaſed to give them in 
marriage : and then they come forth of 
that Serag/o, and carry each along with 


them a cheſt, which the Grand Signor * 
| gives them, full of rich apparrel, jew- 


els, and money; to the value of ( at 


| the leaſt)thirty thouſand pounds ſterling 


a cheſt ; and that is ( as we call it their 
portion. They carry likewiſe alons with 
them all that they have hid from time to 
time, unknown to any but to themſelves; 
amounting ſometimes to a great matter, 
and ſtands them in good ſtead all their 


whole life time. And if fo be that they 


bein the Grand Signs favour, and that 
he be diſpoſed to deal royally with them; 


| then they are ſuffered to carry with them 


out of the Serag/zo, ſuch women ſlaves 
as they pleaſe, ( provided they do not 
exceed the number of twenty a piece ) 
and

and ſuch Eunuchs as they like beſt for

Theſe alſo being called Sultana's, re- 
ſerve ſtill, ſo long as they live, their al- 
lowance of money, which they had 
whilſt they lived in the Kings Serogl 
ſome a thouſand, and ſome a thouſand 
five hundred afþars a day : the ſlaves alſy 
and the Eunuchs do likewiſe enjoy thetr 
former penſions. 

Their houſes are furniſhed, both with 
houſhold ſtuff, and other neceſſary pro- 
viſion, from the Kings * Hazineh, and 
* Begleek,, that they may live in ſtate 
like Sultana's ; fo that indeed they live 
far better in every reſpect without the 
Seraglio, then they did within it. 

And if fo be thata Baſhave, having 
married one of them, be not provided 
of a houſe fit for her, then the King 
giveth her one of his, (for he hath ma- 
ny which fall to him by the death of 
great perſons) that her houſe rnay be 


ſutable with her greatneſſe and quality. 


Now, for the husbands part, he 1s 0n 
the contrary to make her a bill of dow: 
rie, ordinarily of at leaſt a hundred thou 
ſand chicquins in money, beſides veſts, 
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jewels, 
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jewels, brooches, and other ornaments, 
amounting to a great ſum. For although 
the faſhion of the S»lrana's habit be 
| common,and nothing different from that 
of the other women ; yet the ſubſtance is 
far more r:ch, and coſtly ; the which re- 
dounds to the great charge, and loſfe of 
their husbands. 


| They being thus married, do not at all privarenene, 


fonverſe with men, more then they did 
when they lived in the Kings Seraglo 
( except with their own husbands ) but 


with women only ; and that is common- viſiting 


ly when they go upon viſits to ſee their 
old acquaintance in the Serag lo : but be- 
cauſe they themſelves came forth from 
thence (as I faid before) they may not at 
their - pleaſure come in again, without 
leave from the Grand Signer. 


Theſe Szltana's the Baſhaws wifes, are Ihyare 
for the moſt part their husbands maſters, bands ma- | 


inſulting over them, and commanding 
them as they pleaſe : they alwayes wear

behoves them in any caſe to be very ob- 
ſequious to their wives. |

whatſoever. For they being very COVE- prugaticy. 


tous do hoord up, and ſpend but ſparing- 
ly, abandoning all manner of prodigalicy 
(in what may concern their own private 
purſes) but wartly, and wittily provide 
againſt diſaſterous times; which may 
come upon-them unawares ; and eſpec!t- 
ally againſt the Kings death : for then 
(excepting the Sulrana Queen, who re- 
Mmaineth ſtill in the Serag/r0;as being mo- 
ther to the ſucceeding King ) all the 0- 
ther poor defolate Ladies looſe the title 


of Sultana*s,and are immediately ſent to 


the old Serag/ro : leaving behinde them 
their ſons and daughrers (if they have 
any living ) in the Kings Serag/o, there 
to be kept, and brought up, under the 
sovernment, and care of other women, 
appointed for that ſervice. And in this 
caſe, finding themſelves to be wealthy, 
they may marry with men of reaſonable

For there are gather- 
ed ſometimes more, and ſometimes leſſe, 
according as the Capoochees, and officers How they 
appointed for that ſervice, in their own *< *ken- 
diſcretion ſhall think fit ; but the great- 
eſt collection ſeldom or never comes to 
above two thouſand. 
They are taken from ſuch families, as 
are ſuppoſed to be of the beſt ſpirit, and 
moſt warlike diſpoſition ; nor may they,

All the ceremonies, which they ufe in 
the Rzmazan, or moneth: of faſting, are 
no other, bur: fo abſtain from eating and 
drinking in the day time. For they have 
leave to eat all the night long, if they 
will ( that is, from the Ackshanm Namaz, 
which is about ſeven or eight a clock at 


' night, until the SabaW Namaz; which is 
about four a clock in the morning ) and | 


what they pleaſe, without any difference 
of meats. And at twilight they. light 
lamps round abont the ſteeples, which 
burn till morning ; the Eemalym of eve- 


ry pariſh taking ſpecial notice who is of- 


ten wanting from Church , (eſpecially 
in the evening) and who drinks wine, or 
eats in the day time. For beſides that 
they ſhould be held deſpiſers of the law, 
they ſhould be moſt ſeverely puniſhed, if 
they were found in any ſuch fauke.

them. For the poore, ſimple, and igno- 
rant people do dayly throng about them, 


receiving their benedictions, for which 
they give them money. They go many 
rimes up and downe the city, from houſe 


to houſe, ſinging certain prayers for the 


proſperity of the family ; and ſeldome, - 


or never g0 away empty. 

Beſides them,there are alſo ſome, whe 
(like Hermits Vlive in rocks, and on the 
ſides of mountaines, and in other ſolita- 
ry places, negle&ing the world, concei- 
ving that courſe of life to excell all 0- 
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ether for innocency, and” holineſs; to | 
whom alſo many men, and women do 

reſort, and give money for their prayers,

In theſe e/cheas there are ſome very 
coltly pieces of work, and. exceeding 
well ſer forth, and proportioned;  afwel 
for the largeneſs, and neatnels of thoſe 
places where the people pray; as alſo. for 
the beautifull porches, galleries, and 
large paved Courts which compaſle the 
faid Moſcheas, being adorned with very 
ſtately pillars, & fountains built all of cu- 
rious Marble, beſides their colledges, and 
hoſpitals near unto them, to which ( as T 
ſaid)belong very large reyenues:infomuch 
that ſome of thoſe Mo/cheas may be com» 


pared with the richeſt Churches in the 


world, They are built all of wonderful fair 
ſtone,

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( ſtone, with C#pola's covered all over with 
| lead;the pillars within the churches being 
either of Perphiry, or ſome ſuch coſtly 
ſtones, and the baſis thereof all-whited. .. 
Now the pillars in time of prayer ſhine * 
moſt gloriouſly, by reaſon of the abun- 
dance of lamps that are burning : the 
which lamps are curiouſly faſtned into 
round iron -hoops, in compaſs as big as 
the hoop of a butt ; upon which there are 
divers rounds of lamps one above ano- 
ther, and are let downe by copper 
chains from the roof of the church: in 
every Moſchea there are three, or four 
ſuch circles of lamps, or more, accor- 
ding to the bigneſs of the Church. 

There are no benches in the Moſcheas, 
nor any thing to ſit upon; only a little 
place raiſed from the ground for the 
prieſts, and another right over againſt it 

| (but ſomewhat lower ) for the Grand 
þ S:;gnor, at ſuch times as he comes to 
prayer; all the reſt fitting 'upon the 
ground, as ordinarily they uſe to fit in 
other places : wherefore the pavements 
_ (although they are of very bright, and 
clean ſtone are covered with-very fine 
mats of Casro, which are kept wondrous Matte, 
neatly.
